AT DEADLOCK OVER 



Official Sent By Ottawa Government to Treat With the 
Indians Is Forced to Abandon 
Mission 



HERB is reason to believe that a 
crisis has been reached in regard 
to tho Songhees Kcservc question 
For the past seven weeks Frank Pedleyj 
of the [ndfan department at Ottawa, 
lias been In tho city endeavoring to come 
to an agreement for tho transfer of. the 
Indlaits from the present reserve on the 
west side of the harbor to some other 
site in the vicinity of Victoria. He came 
with tho full authority of the govern^ 
incut to make a settlement upon rea- 
sonable terms anil ever since his arrival 
has been in close touch witli Chief Coop- 
er, the accredited representative of the 
Sough ees tribe. In the course of the 
negotiations it is understood that many 
propositions were considered, .some em- 
anating from .Mr. Pedley and others 
from the Indians. But: always objections 
were: raised upon one side or the other. 
As time went on the former appeared 
to dispair of reaching the goal at which 
he aimed but, at the moment when lie 
thought of giving up the undertaking 
and returning east, tli£, natives would 
show signs of reaching an agreement 
and he would be encouraged to stay: At- 
one time Mr. Pedley is reported to have 
said that lie "would carry the matter 
through to a successful issue if he re- 
mained here until spring." 

Last night it was learned from auth- 
oritative sources that, disgusted with the 
obstinate attitude assumed by the In- 
dians, Mr. Pedley had summarily called 
off all negotiations and was arranging to 
depart for Ottawa at an early date. An 
effort was made to confirm this report, 
but the Ottawa official would give the 
reporter no satisfaction. When asked 
whether he intended leaving tomorrow 
he replied that he would be "better' able 
to tell when tomorrow came." The In- 
dians, he . said, were hard to deal with. 
At one time they acquiesed iu a prop- 
osition and then treated the same prop- 
osition a.-; something outside the bounds 
of consideration. 

Asked wind her tho Songhees had de- 
manded a certain amount of property 
at Cadboro Bay in return for that now 
held by Uicm, Mr. Pedley was again 
non-committal. He believed they were 
in favor of the establishment of such a 
new site, if there Was to be a change. 
He would not say that, this was the 
point upon which the parlies concerned 
hud disagreed and which had resulted 
in the abandonment of the idea of induc- 
ing the Indians to consent to a transfer. 

Referring to tho report that the In- 
dians wanted property in the neighbor- 
hood of Cndboro Bay in return for thai 
now occupied by them on the harbor. 
Mr. Pedley practically acknowledged 
that it wris correct. They wanted to 
go there, he said for "pome sentimental 
reason," He understood that about fifty 
live years ago, or thereabouts the Song- 
hees bad occupied land there. Tradition 
held wonderful sway over the uncultured 
mind of the native. •They wanted to go 
back to the home of their forefathers. 

Asked what was in the way of grant- 
ing the Songhees their desire by pro- 
viding for their rehabitation upon the 
shores of Cadboro Bay, Mr. Pedley once 
more became uncommunicative. He 
Said that the possibility of purchasing 
some of the land in that locality owned 
by the B. C. Market company and Ike 
late Benjamin Evans had never been 
considered. The prices had not been as- 
certained. 

Karly last evening it was rumored that 
the whole question bad been settled, 
thai -Mr. Pedley had purchased the 
Evans' property at Cadboro Bay and 
that the Indians would be removed to 
their new premises forthwith. Upon in- 
vestigation this proved to be inaccurate. 
It was found thai YV. It. Robertson, In- 
dian agent at Duncans, who has been 
associated with bis chief in the numer- 
ous conferences with Chief Cooper, 
would return to his station this morn- 
ing. It was ascertained also that Mr. 
Pedley intended setting out for the 
East. Pursuing this investigation a def- 



inite statement was secured, from one 
in a position to know to the effect that 
all hope of reaching an agreement sat- 
isfactory to both parties had been given 
up. It was asserted that the Indians 
persisted in their demand that a site be 
provided for them at Cadboro Bay and 
that Mr. Pedley whs unable to see bis 
way clear to grant the request. As 
there seemed no way of overcoming the 
deadlock, the negotiations had been 
abandoned. 

The person responsible for the above 
information affirmed Unit the Indians 
were willing to accept the financial com- 
pensation offered, namely, $1,000 per 
family. No monetary consideration in- 
terfered with the successful termina- 
tion of Mr. Pedley "s mission to British 
Columbia. The difficulty hinged upon 
the Cadboro Buy site. When .Tunics 
Douglas landed on Vancouver Island he 
hud found the Songhees at the bay men- 
tioned. They had shown him Victoria 
harbor and then taken him to Esquimau. 
For this reason, when the reserves were 
distributed the CadboVo Bay Indians 
bud been given a heme upon a portion 
of the territory to which they had in- 
troduced the first governor of the Island 
colony. The Indians remembered their 
former habitation and if removed natur- 
ally wanted to return to the place where 
their forefathers lived.

New York, Nov. 2— It was announced 
today, that John Rockefeller had made 
the American Baptist Homo Society 
a conditional gift Of $76,000 toward the 
rebuilding of the destroyed and In- 
jured Baptist churches In and ubout 
San 'Francisco. The condition Is that 
the society shall raise as much more 
by April next.

NELSON, an able seaman of 
the bark Castor, caused some 
excitement yesterday. He senL 
a letter to the con;mander of H. M. S. 
Shearwater at Esquimau, stating he 
was on board the baric In the Royal 
Roads against his will, and asked that 
steps be taken to liberate him. A 
boat's crew went to Investigate and 
Nelson was tuken to the Shearwater, 
where Commander Allgood heard his 
complaint and then referred the matter 
to the provincial police. To Sergeant 
Murray the seaman told a story of 
being assaulted by the mate of the 
Castor at Iqulque, from which port the 
vessel bad come. He asked to be 
directed to a lawyer and left the pro- 
vincial police office to consult one. It 
is understood he Intends to lay charges 
against the first and second mates.

LIBERALS LOSE III PROVINCES 



Former Premier Balfour Says Cause Is 
Discontent With tho Present 
Administration

CALLS PARLIAMENT 

Fixes November 22nd as Date of Opening of Session- 
Government Works on Revision of 
the Tariff. 



ONDON, Nov. 2.— The triennial 
elections of the London borough 
councils have resulted in an over- 
whelming victory for the Municipal Re- 
formers who in some of the boroughs 
absolutely wiped out the Progressives. 
I'lie victors were formerly known as 
Atncierates iiiui represent the unionist 
party. The Progressives represent the 
Liberal and Labor parties. 

After several years of Progressive re- 
gime during which; it is contended, the 
taxes were increased to abnormal fig- 
ures in consequence of the huge expen- 
ditures, including palatial workhouses, 
Turkish baths for workmen who did not 
use them, and club houses and other 
similar municipal luxuries, the borough 
councils are once again great strong- 
holds of Toryism. 

Complete returns show that tho Re- 
formers won 1011 seals, the remainder 
being divided between the Progress- 
ives. Lahorites and Independents. 

The Provincial municipal elections 
have also resulted in a rout of the Lib- 
ils. 'The campaigns in the provinces 
■re mostly conducted on party lines. 
Complete results show the Liberals have 
ustained a net loss of 3.'! representa- 
tives and that the Conservatives have 
net gain of 59. The Labor party 
has a net gain of !>. In London the 
Labor party candidates seem to have 
fared even worse than the Progressives, 
but they made small gains in the prov- 
inces. 

Former Premier Balfour, spanking at 
n dinner given in his honor tonight, said 
the result of the election throughout the 
country had surprised both pur.tics. He 
attributed the result to discontent with 
the present Liberal administration.

r'ease in the bunk clearings of 
Victoria, for the week | ending 
Nov. I, as compared with the corres- 
ponding period of 1005, is shown in 
Bradstreet's report Issued in New. York 
yesterday. All other cities of the Do- 
minion are left away in the rear, Van- 
couver which takes second place on the 
list being 09.5 per cent below this city. 

Victoria's clearings amounted to $1,- 
131,466 an increase of 92.6, while Van- 
couver with $3,080,293 is credited with 
an increase of 38.1. Winnipeg which in 
the past few years has been conspicuous- 
ly iu the lead, takes third position with 
an increase of 21.2 while Montreal and 
Toronto trail along in the dim distance 
with 2.0 and 2.5 respectively. 

Some business men of the city attri- 
bute last week's showing principally to 
nn increased activity on the real estate 
market while others contend ■ that a gen- 
eral improvement of industrial and com- 
mercial conditions ore contributing just 
ns much to the record as property trans- 
fers.

Montreal reports all cotton fabric* 
moving up in price and spring orders 
are good. Cheese is less active for 
export. 

At 'Toronto drygoods are active, as is 
also hardware nf all kinds and collec- 
tions are generally satisfactory. 

Increasing population and large crops 
help trade in the Northwest. 

There is some complaint of land spec- . 
ulntinn taking money out of circulation, 
but collections are reported hotter than 
usual. 

On the Paeitic Coast, trade is brisk 
and Canadian clearings for October and 
the past ten mouths show gains of re- 
spectively 21.1 and 17.8, over the best 
records of preceding years.

ICES have been received from 
Whltehorse, Y. T., that Captain 
John Irving of this city, asso- 
ciated with William Clark in the own- 
ership of the Arctic Chief copper mine, 
completed a deal at the northern .town 
on October 23 whereby that property, 
together with the Best Chance mine, 
owned by Angus McKlnnon, pass Into 
the hands of a syndicate, of which W. 
J. Flmandorf of Spokane is the gen- 
eral representative, and In which Cap- 
tain Irving becomes interested. 

Just how much money is involved in 
the deal is not stated, but it is known 
that $50,000 is to be paid to Angus 
.McKlnnon for his property and that a 
considerable portion or that amount . 
has already been received by him. 

The new company must begin active 
operations on both the Arctic Chief 
and Best Chance properties as soon as 
machinery can be installed. This is 
one of the stipulations of the sale made 
by Captain Irving. in compliance 
With this stipulation, compressing 
plants are being; ordered and will be 
shipped to Whltehorse and freighted 
out to tho mtnes, six miles away, over 
the snow-covered hills. 

Captain Irving, now In tho North, is 
expected here shortly on his way to 
Spokane to confer with members of 
the syndicate regarding the working of 
the property. 

Considerable activity is reported 
from the mines near Whltehorse. A 
steam hoist for use on the Carlisle 
property, owned by Byron White of 
Spokane, has been shipped and Is ex- 
pected to be installed within the next 
few weeks:

All Teachers in Ontario Placed 
on Same Basis as .to 
Qualification

TTAWA, Nov. 2.— (Special)— The 
judicial committee of tho' Privy 
v - >r Council has given judgment dis- 
missing the appeal of the Christian 
brothers regarding tholr right to teach 
In tho separate schools of this prov- 
ince. The judgment of the Ontario 
court of appeal was to the effect that 
the brothers are not qualified teachers 
where they have not taken out the 
prescribed certificates ot qualification. 
This decision is now confirmed by the 
highest judicial tribunal in the Brit- 
ish empire. 

George F. Henderson, counsel for bi- 
lingual teachers who were represented 
both In tho court of appeal and be- 
fore the judicial committee, said: 
"The effect of the judgment Is that, ex- 
cept as to Individuals who were quali- 
fied as teachers prior to confedera- 
tion, ecclesiastical teachers in separate 
schools must qualify by examination 
and otherwise in just the same man- 
ner as lay teachers. The Separate 
School Act requires the same qualifi- 
cation for a teacher as the Public 
School Act, and as It Is understood 
that there are no individual ecclesias- 
tics now living In Ontario who were 
qualified before confedoration, the re- 
sult is that all teachers In both public 
and separate schools are now exactly 
on the same basis as to qualification."

EATS SLEIGH DOGS 



Fails to Reach North Pole But Gets Closer to It Than 
Any Other Explorer — Is on His 
Way Home

YORK, Nov. 2.— The Unite 
now holds the record of 
Farthest North," 87 degrees, 
minutes. This feat was accomplished 
by Commander Peary of the United 
States navy. t 

The intrepid Arctic explorer failed to 
reach the north pole as he had confi- 
dently hoped to do with his specially 
constructed vessel, the Roosevelt, but he 
penetrated nearer to the pole than the 
Duke of Abruzzi's expedition which had 
held the Arctic record of 81! degrees, 84 
minutes. What Commander Peary did 
and his experiences during the past year 
in the frozen north, are briefly but viv- 
idly summarised in a communication re- 
ceived tonight by Herbert L. Bridge? 
man, secretary of the Peary Arctic Club. 
This communication follows: 

"Hopedale, Labrador (via Twilliugute, 
Newfoundland), Nov. 2. To Herbert L. 
Brydgenian — -The Roosevelt wintered on 
the north coast of nrantlaud, somewhat! 
north of Alert win ter qua rim s. We 
went north with sledges iu February via 
Ilecklu and Columbia and were delayed

We reached 87 de- 
grees six minutes, north latitude, over 
the ice, drifting steadily eastward. Re- 



cast ward, delayed by open water, reach- 
ed the north const of Greenland iu 
straightened conditions. We killed music 
oxen and returned along the Greenland 
coast to the ship. Two supporting par- 
ties were driven on the north coast of 
Greenland. One was rescued by me in 
a starving condition. After one week's 
recuperation on the Roosevelt, we 
sledged west, completing the north coast 
of Grantland and reached other land 
near the oue hundredth meridian! The 
homeward voyage was an incessant bat- 
tle with ice, storms and head winds. 
The Roosevelt is a magnificent ice fight- 
er and sea boat. No deaths or illness 
iu the expedition. (Signed) Peary'." 

After furnishing these contents of 
Commander l'e.iry's missive to the As- 
sociated Press. Mr. Brydgemnu said 
that there was little doubt tbnt Com- 
mander Peary was coming home. This 
seems to lie borne out by the routing 
of the despatch. _ Hopedale or Iloffon- 
tluil is a Mdrilvlajl mission station on 
llie east const of Labrador. Twillingate 
is a port on the east coast of Newfound- 
land. Mr. Brydgemnn said the message 
probably was mailed by Commander 
Peary from Hopedale to the most ac- 
cessible cable point: 

Commander Peary's Polar steamship 
the Boosevelt, left.

Prince Arthur Wins Consent of 
King Edward to Wed Lady 
Marjorie 



London, Oct. 30.— The constuuey of 
1'riucc Arthur of Connaught to Lady 
Victoria Marjorie 'Manners has at last 
overcome the objection of King Kd- 
wand to the proposed bride's lack of 
dowry, and Ids royal uncle 1ms, after 
two years of waiting, given his consent 
to their marriage. 

If was more than two yours ago when 
the reported engagement was the en- 
grossing topic in royal circles. At that 
time King Edward refused to sanction 
the match unless Lady Marjorie's fam- 
ily provide her with a dowry of $2p,- 
000 a year. This was impossible, as 
Lady Marjorie's father, then the Mar- 
tinis of Granby, had very little money. 
The Marquis has since become the Duke 
of Rutland, but the title has not brought 
new wealth. 

For many months after the refusal of 
the King to give his consent except on 
terms he exacted, Prince Arthur was 
with difficulty restrained by his royal 
relatives from .renouncing all his rights 
to royal position and marrying despite 
his uncle's opposition. 

The genuine affection shown by the 
young couple is reported to have aroused 
the King's adnu ration, and finding that 
all his phms. for Prince Arthur's future 
were obstinately opposed 'by his nephew 
unless they included his marriage to 
Lady Marjorie, finally gave his consent 
to their uniou. 

Lady Morjorie, who was born in 1883, 
is very pretty, and lias been extremely 
popular in Loudon society. She Is a pe- 
tite brunette, with piquant features nnd 
soft, brown, curly hair. .She has been 
a favorite model for many great paint- 
ers, and no girl of the present generation 
has been pninted more than she. Her 
mother (beat known ns the Mnrchioness 
of Grnuby) lias made, pencil pastel 
sketches of her in every possible posi- 
tion, and she has heen sculptured in a 
half dozen poses.

TRADE WITH NEW ZEALAND. 

Official Representative of Antipodean 
Colony Interviewing Canadian 
Merchants. 

An effort is being made by 'J. Graham 
Gow, official trade representative of 
the New Zealand government in Can- 
ada, to further trade relations between 
Canada and New Zealand. Mr. Gow, 
who Is registered at the Badminton, is 
anxious to meet all the principal whole- 
sale merchants of the city, and will 
probably Interview the Vancouver 
Board of Trade regarding closer rela- 
tions with New Zealand, says the Van- 
couver News- Advertiser. 

The New Zealand government hav- 
ing granted a large subsidy to the new 
Alley Line of steamers, Is determined 
to leave no stone unturned to foster 
commerce between New Zealand and 
Canada. It is Mr. Cow's particular 
mission to place the principal products 
and exports of New Zealand before the 
merchants of Canada In Hie hope that 
the new line of steamers will have full 
cargoes coming from New Zealand to 
Canada ns well as those they now pos- 
sess In tho opposite direction. 

Mr, Gow is also advancing tho cause 
of the International exhibition, which 
Is to be opened In New Zealand In 
November of next year. The time, as 
Str. Gow points out, Is far enough 
ahead, but In matters of tills descrip- 
tion, which require a great deal of ar- 
ranging, it is imperative that exten- 
sive notice should be given exhibitors 
to enable them to prepare for It. 

The New Zealand government and 
leading merchants and manufacturers 
of the southern colony have equipped 
Mr. Gow with :i 'splendid collection of 
samples of the principal Industries of 
that country. This collection Is at- 
tractively displayed in the largest sam- 
ple room at the Badminton. Mr. Gow 
will be on hand lo show these to mer- 
chants and those Interested in New 
Zealand commerce every day for the 
next two weeks, between the hours of 
10 and 12 a. m„ and " to 5 p. m. 

After spending about a fortnight In 
Vancouver, Mr. flow plans to visit 
Winnipeg and then go on to Ottawa, 
where he will meet Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
and the members of the cabinet re- 
garding trade extension between Can- 
ada and New Zealand.

THE SONGH EES RESERVE. 

The' Colonist learns with great re- 
gret that the negotiations for the re- 
moval of the 'Indians from the Song- 
lioeis Reserve have been broken off. 

"We have all reasonable sympathy 
for th'e Indians, but are unable to 
understand why they should be al- 
lowed to block the progress of the city. 
If the Reservation was of any real 
value to thorn, there might be some 
justification for their refusal to assent 
to any proposals that are made to 
them. But there is not, and their 
residence near the city is an injury to 
themselves. 

While loth to advocate any lino of 
action that wLll seem like a breach of 
tilth with the Indians, we are unable 
to see any cause for permitting them 
to persevere in a course of action, 
which would not bo tolerated on the 
part of any other people In the 
country'. They claim that they should 
not abandon the Reservation because 
they now live as white people do. 
Then lot them be treated as while 
people would be under similar circum- 
stances. 

The Government having tried con- 
ciliatory means unsuccessfully, ought 
to take another course. If the In- 
dians will not consent to be removed, 
let them be located on some small part 
of the Reservation, and let the rest 
be applied to public uses. 



TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: 

The Department of Mines, the Finance 
Department ami the Bureau of Informa- 
tion arc in receipt of inquiries as to the

The advertisement is signed by Owen 
,1. B. Vcarsley, Ranker, and Broker, (11 
Confederation Life Building, Toronto. It 
is in the nature of an appeal to the pub- 
lic, couched in the most pathetic terms, 
to buy its slock. The advertisement 
does not slate that there is such a com- 
pany as that named. It does not say what 
the capital slock of the company is, nor 
■whore its head office is, nor that it owns 
an acre of land or a ton of coal. It says 
it controls 17,500 acres of coal land in 
the Nicola valley estimated to contain 
approximately 1,400,000,000 tons of coal. 
It contains this paragraph: 

IJnder British Columbia laws, every 
coal company mining lor coal and oil in 
that, country niusl life will) I lie Minister 
of Finance a certified copy id' their ar- 
ticles of incorporation, if a foreign com- 
pany, and also of the bylaws: in oilier 
words, ihe company has to register under 
the laws of British Columbia before 
they can iransacl business within the 
harriers nf the Province, and produce coal, 
and their hooks ure subject to inspection 
every three mouths by the Government 
ngcnl. to whom a sworn statement must 
be made, and n tax of live cents per ton 
paid lo the Government for every ion 
<>!' coal mined. This protects the 'small 
stockholders, as everyone interested, 
whether lie be I he owner of 10,000 shares 
or only ld(l sharrs, has the right lo 
know ut all times just what ihe com- 
pany is doing, and there is no possible 
way of ihe company adopting, with any 
success, a "freeze-out" game. 'The Gov- 
ernment being an interested party, much 
greater protection is afforded the small 
investor than in any other country. 

Without going into the question of how 
far these provisions id' Ihe law arc a 
protection to the small shareholder, we 
content ourselves with pointing out that 
tlic company referred lo lias not yet 
taken the first step toward complying 
with the law; vol the inclusion of such 
a paragraph on the advertisement is cal- 
culated, we do 1101 say designed, 1 ) 
create ihe impression I ha I ihe company 
has brought itself under Ihe operation 
of the British Columbian laws, which 
it has not. 

The above facts uuviiig been brought 
under the notice of ihe Colonist by the 
provincial government, we led it in hi' 
our duty to make them public. Mr. 
Vearslcy and his company may be act- 
ing in perfect good faith, hut if they 
are they have taken a poor way to 
show ii. 



Es'quihinlt peninsula is not at present 
contemplated. The area, which the city 
expects to serve, is being rapidly built 
up, and there is every reason to believe 
that the number of dwellings to be erect- 
ed in the next two or three years will 
greatly exceed the very satisfactory pro- 
gress of the Inst five years. Many of 
these dwellings will be the homes of peo- 
ple of means, who will have lawns, gar- 
dens and' ornamental grounds. They 
will be large consumers of water, larger 
on an average than the present resi- 
dents of the city. We must provide for 
(heir needs. The money necessary to 
furnish an ample water supply to a city 
of homes will be a good investment. 
There has been a considerable addition 
to the sewerage system, and this will 
have to be further enlarged. The mu- 
nicipality of Oak Bay will have to in- 
tall a system of sewerage 'at an early 
(lay, and the water for Hushing pur- 
poses will have to be obtained from the 
city. Without taking into account the 
increased demands of the central parts 
of the city, it is very clear that Victoria 
to face the question of a greatly 
Increased demand for water. To this 
some will reply that we can meter every 
service, and thus stop consumption. We 
are in favor of meters to check waste, 
hut are not in favor of anything that 
will curtail the consumption of water 
below the point necessary to preserve 
tin- health and beauty of the city. But 
metering is only a temporary expedient 
of doubtful value so far as the conserva- 
tion of a sufficient supply of water for 
a growing city is concerned. We need a 
new source of supply, not one that will 
he supplementary to Elk lake, but one 
that will be independent of it. 

Tile Mayor writes us a letter on the" 
subject. He lakes exception to the 
statement of the Colonist on the ques- 
tion of contamination, and does so in a 
manner scarcely becoming to one who 
writes in his official capacity. But this 
by Hi.- way only. The. important point 
is that in so doing lie admits the very 
thing that he denies. One point which 
the Colonist made in connection with 
the Elk lake supply is that it was liable 
to contamination f.oui Inc trains of the 
V. & S. railway. The Mayor answers 
tiiis by saying Unit lie has arranged to 
have the closets locked when trains arc 
passing the lake. Why have them 
locked if there is no more danger of the 
contamination of the lake than of othei 
sources of supply, as the Mayor 
told us at the public meeting'.' The fact 
that the Mayor has made the arrange- 
ment he speaks of shows Unit he fears 
that the water will he contaminated 
from the Irniu, and yet he. asks the city 
to entrust their health to the manner 
in which this arrangement may be car- 
ried out, although lie must know that, 
in point of fact, it cannot be carried 
on I. 

So far as the distribution of the water 
is concerned there is undoubtedly need 
for improvement in that respect, and the 
by-law would probably be carried, if 
that was all it was provided for. The 
weak points of the by-law, ns they pre- 
sent themselves to us, are these: 

It contemplates a large expenditure 
upon a 24-inch main, when the same 
results could be obtained by the instal- 
lation of a pump at a very much less 
cost, anil ihe proposed new main would 
have lo be abandoned when a new 
source of supply, either in the High- 
lands or elsewhere, is secured. 

It does not provide for a reservoir. 
The Mayor says that if we do not lay 
Ihe main we must build a reservoir. This 
is an excellent reason for not laying the 
main. The reservoir will he necessary 
when wo go to the Highlands, as the 
Mayor says he wants us to do ultimate- 
ly. It will be necessary, not to obtain 
pressure, but to hold a reserve of water 
against accidents. The main will he of 
no value when we go to ihe Highlands. 



ments consent to It or not, and It ought 
to resort to every legitimate means to 
secure justice. 

British Columbia made no bargain 
with the 'other provinces. It made 
one with the Dominion. The other 
provinces were not asued to assent to 
It. The right of the Crown to admit 
British Columbia Into the Confedera- 
tion Is conferred by Section 146 of the 
British North America Act, wherein it 
is stated that the terms and conditions 
of the union shall be specified in the 
addresses presented to the Crown by 
the parliament of Canada and the 
provincial legislature. There Is not a 
word requiring the assent of the prov- 
inces to them. These terms and con- 
ditions, as far as they related to British 
Columbia, were assented to by Her 
Majesty the Queen In 1871, but not 
having been carried out by the Do- 
minion government, and a great deal 
of dissatisfaction existing In this prov- 
ince, it was not until 1884 that a ftltui 
settlement was reached, which was 
embodied in the Act providing for the 
construction of the Esquimau & Xa- 
nalmo Railway, by which also tlio 
province gave tho Dominion the right 
to select 3,500,000 acres in the Peace 
River country. So question was 
raised as to tho necessity of consulting 
tiie premiers of the other provinces 
and obtaining their consent, before this 
settlement. Canada, as it then was, 
made a bargain with the province in 
1871 by which this province entered 
tho union, and the other provinces were 
not, as such, parties to it. Subse- 
quently Canada as a whole made a 
fresh bargain witli this province, which 
then formed a part of the Union, and 
the other provinces, as such, were not 
parties to It. When Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick were granted better 
terms, there was no pretence that it 
was necessary to ask the premiers of 
the other provinces it they were agree- 
able to justice being done. Will the 
Xews, or some one else, who thinks as 
the Xews docs, tell us why a different 
rule should be applied to tho province 
now from that which has always pre- 
vailed In respect to better terms?

THE NEWS ON THE " ISSUE." 

Tho New Westminster News states 
the position of the opposition In regard 
to the special claims of British Colum- 
bia as follows: 

The Government say that the special 
claims must he submitted to arbitra- 
tion. 

Tho Opposition say that the case is 
not one for arbitration, and they point 
out that the settlement must have the 
endorsement of the other provinces. 

The Colonist Is neither stupid nor 
Ignorant; It must therefore know that 
tho contention of the Opposition, as 
slated above (which is practically Its 
own statement) is sound. 

As Ihe Xews supports the provincial 
Opposition, we may accept lis pres- 
entation of the case lor its own party 
as accurate. It Is not quite accurate 
in Its statement of the Government's 
position, for Mr. MeBridc, In asking 
that our case might go before an Im- 
partial tribunal, was particular to say 
that be did not contemplate that the 
board should do anything more than 
recommend, and the Colonist, in its 
comments, has always been careful to 
observe Ihe distinction between such a 
proposal and arbitration. Hence when 
the News, on behalf of the. Opposition, 
joins issue with the Government' on this 
point, it takes Its stand against a pro- 
posal that exists only In Its Imagina- 
tion. It has never been proposed by 
the Government that the claims of tho 
province should be submitted lo a 
board of arbitrators, who should have 
the right to decide It. The Colonist 
concedes what the News contends for 
further on in the article quoted, namely, 
that our case is an equitable one. 

The News makes an exceedingly Im- 
portant admission when It declares 
that any settlement thai the Dominion 
may make with British Columbia must 
have the endorsement ot the other 
provinces. Prom this wo most un- 
qualifiedly dissent. This province Is 
entitled to justice from tho Dominion, 



A recent Washington despatch sn.\ a 
that the relations between the United 
States and Japan ure creating a great 
deal of anxiety. The killing of the Jap- 
anese sealers, following so closely by the 
open hostility to the people of that na- 
tionality in California, has created a sit- 
uation which, if not exactly strained, 
may easily become so, if there are any 
more "pin pricks." The most formid- 
able cause of anxiety- is (lie probable 
action of Congress in regard to Oriental 
exclusion. The labor unions in the West- 
ern States have been passing resolutions 
calling for the extension to the Japan- 
ese of the same trcatmeut as is ac- 
corded to tho Chinese, and that question 
•is almost certain lo be bros^ht up in 
the congressional session which opens 
in December next. The very fact that 
such legislation is proposed will arouse 
the resentment of tlio Japanese almost 
as much ns its passage would. Sonic 
men, high in official circles in Washing- 
ton, say that the adoption by Congress 
of such a measure would mean an in- 
stant declaration of war by Japan, and 
the correspondent who sends out the 
story adds: 

A sudden war with Japan would 
prove disastrous to the United States, 
particularly if this country were placed 
on the defensive. Our tieol in the Pa- 
cific and in the Orient is no match for 
ihe Japanese fleets, and Japan, striking 
a sudden blow, could do vast damage. 
!u the event of war with Japan the 
Philippines would be certain to pass 
from our control, for Japan, near at 
hand, could quickly land an overwhelm- 
ing army in the archipelago and readily 
subdue the small American garrison.

OF DROWNED CAPTAIN 



Lineman Logan Says it Will Be 
Shipped by Tees From the 
West Coast 



Tug Lorno, which towed the lumber 
laden bark Inverneill to sea yesterday 
morning, was instructed to call at Clo- 
oose after dropping tier tow to bring the 
remains of Cant. W. L. Rose to Victoria. 
Capt. Rose w«a master of the wrecked 
barken tine Skngit which drove ashore 
near Clo-oose on Oct. 24th and he and 
the cook- wore drowned. Mrs. Rose, who 
resides in Seattle, has telegrnp/hed to the 
United States consul, Hon. A. K. Smith, 
asking that the body be forwarded to the 
Sound city where arrangements have 
been made to Imve the remains cremated 
and the ashes taken to the vicinity of 
Cape Flattery to be scattered in the sea. 

The Lome arrived last night about 
11 o'clock and Capt. Butler reported 
that high wind and heavy sea had pre- 
vented the body being brought: off. Mr. 
Logan, lineman, boarded the Lome and 
told Capt. Butler the corpse was near 
the -wreck and two hours would be re- 
quired to bring it to Clo-oose. While 
the I/orne waited the lineman and some 
Indians went for the remains. Before 
they returned the wind commenced to 
blow and a heavy sea prevented a land- 
ing being made. Capt. Butler then left 
at 3:30 p. ra. for Victoria.

An important visitor to the city yes- 
terday WHS Dr. George Edward Fell, 
M. D., F. It. M. S., a resident for the 
time being of Yakima, Wash.. In an 
interview with the Colonist, he said: 

"An a civil engineer who bus since 
become a physician, I am always very 
much interested In sanitary matters; of 
which I have had considerable experi- 
ence, not only in my native city of Buf- 
falo where 1 practiced as United States 
assistant engineer on the harbor Works 
of Lake Erie and in charge of the sewer 
contracts of the city of Buffalo, but also 
as regarding a question continually aris- 
ing in relation to the contamination of 
streams by sewage, affecting the pota- 
ble water supply of western cities gen- 
erally. This question is coming up now 
in the Yakima valley. Some sections 
have taken steps to prevent the contam- 
ination of the river by sewage from 
above which will necessitate the con- 
struction of septic tanks, filtration beds 
and purifying of fouled water before al- 
lowing it to pass ii gain into the river. 

"The position tit Buffalo was tins: 
-V typhoid epidemic existed on the shores 
of the lake above Buffalo, which was 
supposed by many to endanger the wa- 
ter supply ot Multalo city, winch is 
taken from the centre of Niagara river 
at its head near Lake Erie. Fortunate- 
ly for Buffalo, however, there existed 
such a condition of currents at the head 
of the Niagara river, that the material 
coining from the lake shore, with it* 
septic factors, was deflected by these 
currents towards the eastern shore of 
the river arid away from the intake, 
thus preventing the city of Buffalo from 
being one .of the worst typhoid centres 
in the. country; and questions arose as 
to whether the sewage of Cleveland. O., 
which is thrown into Lake Erie, about 
200 miles west above Buffalo, might 
not work eastward and act as a factor 
in polluting the water of Lake Erie, 
whence Buffalo takes its supply. 

"This is still to some extent an open 
question, " continued Dr. Fell, "and to 
me it is one that must be considered 
as a part of the general question of 
potable water. The view of Prof. T. J. 
Burrill of Illinois State university was 
that owing to the slack current and 
great distance, natural conditions would 
destroy the pathogenesis of disease-pro- 
ducing bacterium before it could reach 
Buffalo. His views were based upon 
the fact of the immense amount of sew- 
age thrown into the Chicago drainage 
canal at Chicago and diluted with the 
waters of Lake Michigan, which was 
made completely free of pathagenic bac- 
terial life within about ninety miles of 
Chicago, 

"These questions are merely part of 
a series which arise in this connection 
nt almost all points where streams or 
lakes are contaminated by sewage and 
used for potable purposes. It brings us 
ultimately to this point — the. govern inont 
protection and prevention from contam- 
ination of all waters which' can be used 
for potable purposes. In medicine it is 
assumed today, almost axiomaf icnlly, 
that where typhoid fever is found there 
has been a fault in the sanitation of 
the water supply •which can and should 
be positively prevented. The greatest 
example of this fuet that we have be- 
fore us, namely, of the scientific methods 
by which disease can be prevented, 'is 
to be found in the wonderful results ob- 
tained by the Japanese army Surgeons 
during the late war between Russia and 
.Tapnn. We gave them the bacterial 
knowledge and they applied it to prac- 
tical use in a manner never before wit- 
nessed in the history of the world. 

"Xne main principle ot tlie whole 
question is this: The object should be 
to prevent the contamination of (he 
water supply, not to correct it after it 
lias nsen allowed to become vitiated. 
Bacteria are the most minute of living 
organisms .and nre what we believe to 
be the producers of disease, consequent- 
ly no precautions that we can take can 
be too great or too rigid in face of I he 
magnitude of the evil that may arise 
from the most mlnnte of causes. 

"The movement that is now taking 
place throughout the world in the direc- 
tion of the prevention nnd eradication 
of disease is practically a new awaken- 
ing to the gravity of the subject and in 
every civilized country the whole weight 
•of modern science L being brought to 
bear upon the subject; nnd it devolves, 
therefore, upon governments, through 
their various health departments to de- 
vise such drastic measures for the pro- 
tection of the population as the circum- 
stances may demand. In the Japanese 
war, just mentioned, the health officers 
were always in advance and the water 
provided for the troops, as well as the 
food they ate, was absolutely ami en- 
tirely under their absolute supervision 
and discretionary jurisdiction. In my 
opinion this principle should hold good 
in every civilized community. A word, 
however, may be said meanwhile on the 
subject of teaching the people in more 
isolated positions to protect themselves, 
Safety, for instance, may easily be ob- 
tained by the simple process of boiling 
all water used for potable purposes in 
dangerous localities." 

Dr. Fell, who was staying at the Do- 
minion hotel, left last evening by the 
Indianapolis for his home in North 
Yakima.

All Save One Will on Monday 
Vote Against Mayor Morley's 
Proposal 



STATE POSITION IN INTERVIEWS 



Doubt Wisdom of Spending Money 
Savo on a Permanent 
Source of Supply. 



The by-law to be submitted to the 
ratepayers on Monday to borrow !>;IU0,- 
000 to be expended on the improvement 
of the water works system, is the sub- 
ject of considerable interest, and it is 
very likely Unit there will be a large 
vote polled. 

The proposal, as has ninny times hcen 
pointed out, is to raise the amount stat- 
ed above, to continue the 24-inch main 
from its present terminus to Elk lake, 
at a cost of ?99,0O0; clean and fence 
the lake at an expenditure of $17,000; 
construct a reservoir x>n the high levels, 
to hold 100,000 gallons, nt a cost of !flo,- 
000. The redistribution of the entire 
system will cost $l'2(i,000 and !?a8,U00 is 
allowed for contingencies. 

The proposition is popularly referred 
to us the Mayor's by-law, as it has been 
fathered through all the various stages 
by His Worship. 

Mayor Morley is strongly of the opin- 
ion that it is by the means proposed 
that un additional supply can be secured 
for next year, lie states that by laying 
a 24-inch main from tho present ter- 
minus to the lake an additional supply 
could be obtained by a gravity system. 

In the present by-law His Worship 
does not propose a complete system and 
has no intention of making a permanent 
source of Elk lake, or, as he puts it: 
"Why should I agree to expend so much 
money on Highland and Sobke lake if 
it were not intended to go to either of 
these places for the future supply of 
the city?" 

With a view to ascertaining how the 
aldermen intend to vote on Monday a 
Colonist reporter took occasion yester- 
day to see each of them individually. 
The first one met was Aid. Stewart. 

Asked what course he intended to pur- 
sue on Monday, he said: "I have al- 
ready staled, both at the council hoard 
and at public meetings, ihat 1 urn op- 
posed to the scheme and will do all in 
my power to have it turned down. It 
is very unwise to expend money on Elk 
lake, till we make a thorough examina- 
tion of Highland district and other 
sources'; and so far the showing that 
has been made ot Millstream is very 
satisfactory indeed. Besides, the 24-iuch 
main cannot give more than 45 pounds 
pressure unless a pump is maintained 
on the lG-inch main." 

Ald.c Fell was next se-en. He said: 
"I am one of the three aldermen who 
opposed the proposition from the first 
and I do not intend to stop now. It 
would tie foolishness for the ratepayers 
to vote this amount of money without 
knowing what is going to be done with 
it. Personally, I have done all I can 
to prevent the by-law passing, and if it 
does happen that the by-law is passed 
the citizens of Victoria will not be able 
to say I was a party to the proposal." 

Aid. Douglas — "I am strongly opposed 
to it. and I think it would be a waste 
of money. We had Expert Adams give 
his opinion and it was directly opposite 
to what Mayor Morley proposes. 1 think 
that Mr. Adams is very competent, and 
till some plan is submitted according -to 
his recommendations I will vote against 
it." 

Aid. Yates is the only member of tlio 
board who is in favor of the proposal. 
When spoken to last evening he said: 
"Yes. 1 am in favor of the by-law. The 
redistribution ot the system is neces- 
sary and the extension of llie 24-inch 
main to the lake will give an additional 
supply. Expert Adams states in his re- 
port that Elk lake will supply a city 
with a population of 40.000 inhabitants, 
and I think that we should remain at 
Elk lake till this number of now resi- 
dents arrive to help in paying for a 
larger supply." 

Aid Mall, when approached on the 
question, said: "I am opposed to the by- 
law for many reasons, the principal one 
being that a sufficient pressure will not 
be maintained without a pump on the 
16-inch main; and I cannot see any rea- 
son why a large main should lie in- 
stalled at a big cost nnd the pump still 
used, especially after His Worship has 
been so strongly against any pumping 
system. I am against it and I want 
the people to know it. so that if by any 
chance it passes the citizens will not lie 
able to say to me that I expended the 
money foolishly." 

Aid. Kullerton — "Show me a com- 
plete, permanent system ami I will vote 
for il, but till then I am not in favor 
of any expenditure being made. Vos, I 
intend to vote against the by-law on 
Monday, and will do so as long as the 
proposal does not aim to make the sys- 
tem the permanent source of supply for 
the future. Wail till we are sure what 
l-iigniand district win give, then go 
ahead." 

Aid. Goodacre said lie also was 
against the proposal as a whole. "I am 
in favor of (he 24-inch main, but there 
should be plenty of water to supply

URGES HASTE IN 
FILLING HOTEL AREA 



F. M. Rattenbury Points Out an 
Annoying Delay on Part 
of City 



: P. M. Rattenbury, the architect, re- 
turned from a trip to mainland points oa 
Thursday. Interviewed ycsteMay by the 
Colonist on the subject oC the filling-iu 
of the area Surrounding the new C. P. 
It. Empress hotel, he said: 

"Everything depends upon the dredg- 
er, the King Edward, now at New West- 
minster. She ought to liave been at 
work here six months ago to pump in 
the mud from the buy to fill iu the uu- 
sightly hollows and inequalities which 
at present surround the new structure. 
This is a work which devolves upon the 
city and Mr* Mnrpole has been repeat- 
edly in communication with the city au- 
thorities on the subject; but so far no 
satisfactory arrangement or solution of 
the difficulty has been arrived at. It is 
high time that something be done, un- 
less, indeed, people desire to sec a com- 
pleted building ready for opening in the 
midst of unworthy surroundings. For, 
when the tnud has actually been pumped 
in, it requires time to settle down and 
become solidified; and on the top of that 
again earth lias' to bo placed before the 
process of planting and laying out the 
grounds can commence. Besides, the 
'pumping itself will occupy some time, 
for there is some seven feet of depth 
to be. tilled in over the entire space. 

"When all this, with the superadded 
earth lias firmly settled, then -will com- 
mence the ornamentation and horticul- 
tural work. On the north side,' facing 
the causeway, the intervening space will 
be laid, out with rockeries and shrub- 
beries, whilst trees of mature growth 
will be transplanted and placed at in- 
tervals, in keeping with those at the 
foot of tfio lawns of the Government 
buildiiig and on the same decorative 
lines as regards flower beds and minor 
details. 

"On the south side of the hotel, fac- 
ing Douglas street, the space when 
filled in will be devoted to tennis lawns 
and pleasure grounds: but, however," 
Concluded Sir. Rattenbury, ■with some 
disgust, "it: is useless to talk of all that 
until there is'some sign of the first pre- 
liminary measures being taken by the 
city to fulfil their part of the contract. 
Then will lie time enough to talk about 
the completion of ours."

With two exceptions every report of 
the October school attendance was in 
the city superintendent's hands on the 
first day of November, a promptness on 
the part (if. the teachers which is greatly 
appreciated. 

The returns show some phenomenal 
percentages. Every school but the Hill- 
side had over 00 per ceut of the total 
number present, on nn average every 
day. The Boys' Central, South Park, 
Victoria West and Spring Ridge had 
each 94 per cent, and the sub-High 
school classes U7 per cent, while the 
average for the city was 03 per cent. 

An uncommonly large number of di- 
visions are credited with 1)5 per cent or 
more. Thus live had 1)8 per cent — Sub- 
High, divisions 2 and 3: Roys' Central, 
division 5; North Wnrd, division 2; 
Spring Ridge, division 1. Six had 07 
per cent — High school, divisions 1 and 
ti; Boys' Centra], divisions 1 and 4; 
North Ward, division It; Victoria West, 
division 2. Six had Oli per cent — Boys' 
Central, divisions 1, 3 and 9; Victoria 
West, divisions 1 and 4; Spring Ridge, 
division 3; and ten had 05 per cent — 
High school, division 1; sub-high school, 
division 1; Boys' Central, division 10; 
<_! iris' Central, division ;i; North Ward, 
division (i; South Park, divisions 1, 2, 3 
and -1; Victoria West, division 3. That 
is to say, there were, in nil. twenty-seven 
divisions whose regularity average Was 
not less than !>5 per cent.

Among other "deals" consum- 
mated during the week wns the trans- 
fer of the property on the southeast cor- 
ner of Douglas and Cormorant streets — 
known as the old Qosneil property — for 
the sum of $25,000.

Board of Trade yesterday morning, J. 
A. Muni, the president, occupied the 
chair. There' were in attendance Messrs. 
F. A. Pauline, Richard . Hall, M. P. I'., 
.1. .1. Sliallcross, Simon Leiser, T. W. 
Palerson, M. P. P., George Carter, S. 
.1. Pitts, R. II. Swinerton and C. il. 
Lugriq. ' . 

A letter was rend from R. P. Rithet 
.thanking the board for the honor con- 
ferred upon him in adding his name to 
the list of honorary members. Mr. Rith- 
et was president of the board for some 
years immediately following inaugura- 
tion and has continued on the active list, 
although being a non-resident of Vic- 
toria for many years. 

The London,. (Eng.) .Board of Trade, 
acknowledged the receipt of the local 
board's resolution urging the appoint- 
ment of a resident correspondent in this 
City.. Rt. Hon. TTloyd George stilted 
Unit the mailer was receiving his con- 
sideration. Received and tiled. 

Richard Grigg, the commercial enm- 
missioncr appointed by the London, 
(Eng.) Board of Trade, in acknowledging 
a copy of the resolution • referred to, 
stated that be was much impressed both, 
with the interest taken in his mission 
and the marked hospitality tendered 
him in Victoria. He would always carry 
a delightful memory of the beauty of 
Victoria and a high appreciation of the 
great future ahead of British Columbia. 

'The Canadian Manufacturers' Associa- 
tion directed attention to a lack of edu- 
cational facilities whereby Canadians 
might Qualify themselves for greater K- 
sponsihility in important national indus- 
tries. The organization, it whs slated, 
had memorialized the Dominion govern- 
ment for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to report on the best means of es- 
tablishing a national system of techni- 
cal education, The co-operation of the 
Victoria bonrd to that end wns re- 
quested. This matter was referred to 
the monthly general meeting and a com- 
mittee, comprising Messrs. Sliallcross, 
Pauline and Swinerton, selected to pre- 
pare u resolution for consideration. 

F. W: Lewis, M. P., for West Huron, 
Out., advised tihat he was engaged in 
urging the federal government to take. up 
tile questions of granting bounties to 
ships built in Canada, instructions iu the 
coasting trade to vessels plying, under the 
Canadian flag, etc. This also was left 
in abeyance for further discussion. '. 

The department of marine and fisher- 
iese asked for an opinion upon the hold- 
ing of two conventions, one dealing with 
the law as to collisions mid the olher to 
take up the snlvnge regulations. Both of 
these, it was explained, had been drawn 
up at an international conference which 
convened at Brussels in 1005. The mat- 
ter was referred to the committee on 
harbors and navigation. 

A special committee, appointed at the 
last meeting of the council, reported hav- 
ing telegraphed to. Sir Thomas Shungh- 
nessv in regard to .the steamship service 
bclwcen Victoria u'iid the. Sound. re- 
ply had been received as follows:-

to pay the sum of $-40,000, the purchase 
price, out of the proceeds of the debentures 
hereinafter authorized, and to expend the 
balance for the purpose of improving the 
said land ami for improvements at the Ag- 
ricultural Exhibition Building. 

2. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria to 
borrow upon die credit of the said Cor- 
poration by way of the debentures herein- 
after mentioned, from any person or per- 
sons, or body or bodies corporate, who may 
foe willing to advance the same as n loan, 
a sum of money not exceeding in the whole 
the sum of .$50,000 currency or sterling 
money, at the rate of 4.80 2-3 dollars to 
the one pound sterling, and to cause all 
such sums so rolsod or received, to be paid. 
Into the hands of the Treasurer of tho said 
Corporation for the purpose and. with tho 
object hereinbefore referred to. 

3. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any Dumber of debentures to be 
made, executed and Issued for mien sums 
as imay be required, not exceeding, how- 
ever, the sum of $50,000 either in currency 
or sterling money (at the rate of 4.80 2-15 
dollars to the one pound sterling), each of 
the said debentures being of the amount 
$1,000.00, or Its sterling equivalent, at the 
rate aforesaid^, and ail such debentures shell 
bo scaled .with the seal of the said corpora- 
tion and' signed by the Mayor thereof; 

4. The said debenture* shall bear date 
of tie day after the final passing of this 
By-law, end shall 0)e payable In Alt* yeurs 
from the said date at such place either In 
the Dominion of Camidu, Great Britain or 
<rhe United Stales of America as may he 
designated thereon, and shall have attached 
to them coupons for tho payment of Inter- 
est, and the signatures to the lntorest 
coupons may be either written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed, . ....... 

5. The said debentures shall bear inter- 
est at the rate of ' four per cent per an- 
mro from the date thereof, which interest 
Bhaill be payable half-yearly at such place, 
either In the Dominion of Canada, Great 
Britain or the United States of America, as 
may be expressed In the debentures and 
coupons. 

C. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause the said debentures and the in- 
terest coupons, either or both, to be made 
payable at such place, either in tho Domin- 
ion of Canada. Great Britain, or the 
United States of America, as may be de- 
sired. 

7. It shall bo lawful for the Mayor of 
the said Corporation to dispose of the said 
debentures at a rate below par and to 
authorize the Treasurer to pay out of the 
sums so raised by the sale of the said de- 



commission or other charges Incidental to 
the sale of the said debentures. 

8. If deemed advisable by the Mayor, 
there shall In the said debentures be re- 
served to the Corporation the right upon 
any future consolidation of the debenture 
Indebtedness of the city to substitute de- 
bentures of such consolidation secured upon 
the credit of the city generally. Such con- 
solidated debentures shall contain the like 
covenants, conditions nnd restrictions hs 
are contained In the debentures issued In 
pursuance of this By-law, and in each de- 
benture issued hereunder, n clause con- 
ditioned for such substitution may be In- 
serted. 

0. For the purpose of Taislng annually 
the sum required for the payment of the 
Interest on the said debentures during their 
currency, there shall be raised annually tho 
smnl of $2,000 and for the purpose of creat- 
ing the sinking fund aforesaid for the pay- 
ment of the debt at maturity, there shall 
be raised annually the sum of $327.00. 

10. For the purpose of the payment of 
the said sums In the next preceding para- 
graph mentioned, there shall be raised and 
levied in each year a rate of l-6th of one 
mill In the dollar on all the ratable land 
and improvements in the City of Victoria 
during the continuance of the said deben-

Now as to the by-law, I will endeavor, 
for the last time, to make my intentions 
plain, the responsibility will then rest on 
the notion of the ratepayers. I am neither 
Infatuated with, nor tied to Klk lake, but 
know that we must depend ii|k>ii It for the 
next three years supply. I know abso- 
lutely that plenty of water of good quality 
can be provided from Klk bike, even for an 
increased population for these 'three years. 
Wo cannot get this increased supply Into 
the city, or distribute it with our present 
pipes. I suggest then that we .spend $7!».- 
000 net for a 24-inch main to bring this 
additional supply into town for the next 



three years. One ,sood-sized lire would cost 
the city more than this. If you brought 
your supply from Highlands or Sooke you 
could not distribute it in the city with 
your present pipes any more than you can 
'from lvik lake; so 1 ask you to vote the 
amount necessary to distribute the supply 
properly all over the city, this must lie 
done at once, and if done will reduce the 
cost of any inter by-law to that extent. 

Now, as to i he value to the city of the 
24-lnch main at the end of three years, If 
we then found It necessary to go elsewhere 
for a larger supply. If you do not have 
the 24-inch main you will lie obliged to 
build a 'huge reservoir at a cost of, at 
least S13ti,000 as a four days' safety sup- 
ply. If you have the 24 Inch main yon 
will own a permanent auxiliary -supply of 
2,000,000 gallons, or more, per day by 
gravity for manufacturing, or any other 
purposes required, or for sale for irriga- 
tion, or a temporary supply by gravity of 
4,000,000 gallons per day. 

Up to tile time we are !n a position to 
do away with all pumping, the 24 Inch 
main will reduce the amount pumped from 
three-quarters to one-quarter, and have 
sufficient in cost to pay the Interest and 
.sinking fund on the new main. 

It was .stated by the chairman of tho 
water committee at tho city 'hall meeting 
•that the 24 Inch main would not give more 
than 40 or 45 pounds pressure. The facts 
tare us follows:

.Sir.— In your comments on my letter re 
"Better Terms," you say Hint Mr. MeBrlde 
did not ncqulepce in the consideration of 
the claims «if the province Iry the Premiers. 
I am surprised nt your making a mistake 
on a matter so well known. As a question 
of fact, our claims -were discussed In the 
conference by the (Premiers, and on their 
not supporting Mr. MeRriile's proposal for 
a sliding scale of subsidy lie withdrew from 
the conference. This phase of the pro 
eecdlngs you deny, and afterwards affirm 
the wisdom of bringing our claim forward 
nt the conference. What could Mr. Me- 
Brlde be doing at the conference If not 
discussing the claims of this province. 
After withdrawing I do not know If be 
left our case In the hands of Sir Wilfrid 
Lourlcr or not, but in my opinion our 
claim first and last should have been left 
entirely to die Dominion government and 
not to the uncertain and capricious recom- 
mendations of outside Premiers. With re- 
gard to increased taxation: there Is the 
public domain now in demand, anil 
taxation In all Its branches, on 
real and personal property. Income, 
licences and mines, without crush- 
ing those who have so lon,g borne tho 
burden. With regard to accepting the 
$100,000 under the ten years conditions, I 
have to say t lint acts of parliament are 
not binding forever, but are amended ac- 
cording to circumstances, and' with this 
knowledge I would accept this sum now. 
and trust, to Its being made perpetual, and 
largely increased. Many changes may take 
place In ten years; perhaps a new admin- 
istration may come Into office.

THE WINTER ROUTE. 

Cut of $25 in Effect on the White Pass 
and Yukon Stages. 

A cut of from $ 125 to $100 is in effect 
this season on passenger fares on the 
White Pass & Yukon route stages be- 
tween White Horse and Dawson, from 
the lime of the close of navigation till 
December 1. On the latter date the 
rates drop to $80. 

Last winter the fines till December 1 
were $125. The stages are operated on 
wheels until about December lj when 
they are replaced by hicikIis, which are 
said to cheapen transportation and 
make it possible to lower the tariff lo 
$80. This latter rate Is to remain in 
effect till March 15, wnen sledding be- 
comes dllllcult through the snow going 
off, and the fares go up to $100 again 
till April 15. From April 16 tu the end 
of the season of vehicular transporta- 
tion the fares will be $125 from Willie 
Horse to Dawson. 

From Dawson to White Horse the 
rate from now to December 1 is $100; 
from December 1 to March 31 il will 
he $75; from April 1 to April 15, $100, 
and from April 16 to end of the sea- 
son, 512".

Building Fund 



One hundred thousand dollars (100, 
000) asked for— fifty thousand dollars 
($00,0001 needed, to entitle committee 
to Hon. James Dunsmuir's Brant of ten 
thousand dollars ($ 1 0,000.) 

Is a Consumptive Sanitorium needed'.' 
Dunns Hie month of September of this 
year a boy nineteen years old became 
consumptive. Ho lived in a hotel' and 
was dependent on his own efforts ns a 
laborer. As a result of his disease he 
was turned out of three hotels and re 
fused admission to a public hospital. The 
boy is now dead. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote ns follows: "Cind have 
mercy on us for our neglect of such 
eases." Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution needed? 

The death-roll from consumption in 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in IHritish Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

The number of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to lie five limes us great ns the number 
of deatlis therefrom; therefore, we have 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and a thousand in British Columbia. 

We have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services and earning powers 
of thousands of citizens who are in- 
capacitated by illness, and others we lose 
outright by death, through this one 
cause — and that a preventable cause. 
This is something to sel political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is a 
responsibility too vast to be measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
lnnguage. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these reipiisites arc obtainable only 
in a sanitorium. 

A further advantage connected with 
such an institution is that the admis- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, lie or 
site is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on eutering a sani- 
torium is lite care ho should exercise in 
his personal habits'; tlie necessity for 
cleanliness, for care in disposal of any- 
thing about hint which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contagion; in a 
word, he is persistently tnught to move 
and live so that no other human beins 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his training in the sani- 
torium, not only impressed with tho nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, hut, 
because of his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family and general sur- 
roundings an educational influence infin- 
itely more effective than all the litera- 
ture and arguments of physicians and 
authorities on the subject. 

The conditions ns to consumption are 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it Is now an accepted 
fact Hint consumption is preventable and 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
That being so, inaction is, to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in nny ease, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It is proposed tolbliild a sanitorium in 
I'.ritisli Columbia.. ' The provincial gov- 
ernment lire prepnred to assist, and the 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all over the country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. Action, immediate action, is im- 
perative, if we wish to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by nny 
longer is tanlamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than race 
suicide.

PURPOSES.

Whereas, a petition under Section CD of 
Hie Municipal Clauses Act has . been pre- 
sented to the Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, signed 
Jjy the owners of more than one-tenth Of 
tho value of the real proporty In tho City 
01 Victoria as shown by the last revised 
assessment roll, requesting tho said Counoll 
£? '"trodnce a By-Law to nUso the sum of 
fk ~ by wnT of loan un011 111,3 eredlt of 
*ne Corporation wherewith to improve tbo 
waterworks system, namely: by laying a new 
-^-Iiich steel main to connect the existing 
-•l-lnch rnnln wiUi the lake, by re-construct- 
'Off. with cust-tron pipes, the distribution 
5E 8 ,£? ! l 'y constructing an elevated tank 
of 100,000 gallons between Rockland avenue 
(Helcher street) and St. Charles street; by 
cleaning tdic lake and surroundings; which 
said sum of $300,000 Includes a proposed ex- 
penditure for measuring collectible water 
In the Highland watershed, and an allow- 
ance for contingencies.

Three More of Fleet of Seventeen 
Vessels Still to Reach 
Port 



Thi'to sealing schooners arrived yes- 
terday — the .Marklantl, Capt. George 
Heater, with 690 skins, Ida Etta, Capt. 
Brown, with 202; and JJora Siewanl, 
Capt. HcKicl, with :t7;i. The first two 
vessels did not hunt in Hie spring season 
and the Dora Sieward took but I) skins 
on her earlier cruise. Three schooners 
are still to arrive, (he Uinhrina, Capt. 
Blnckstnd, which lias 880 skins, Libbie, 
Capt. YV. Heater, and Allic I. Algar, 
Capt. D. G. Maonuley. All have been 
reported. The Uinhrina is the top-liner 
of the fleet, having taken 1130 skins 
during the season. She had a large 
crew carrying eighteen canoes, The 
lowest catch is that of the Ida Etta, 
willi 202 skins. The season's catch will 
total about 10,001) skins, which will 
probably bring over $300,000 on the Lon- 
don market. There were seventeen ves- 
sels hunting this season, niie less than 
I he fleet of Inst year. The average per 
schooner is lower, being about 50O skins 
to the vessel. 

Schooners with Indian crews remained 
in Bering Sea later this season, nnd 
some good lowering days were had 
toward the close. The Jessie reported 
having taken thirty skins on October 
1 1th. Until a few years ago (lie ma- 
jority of the vessels left the northern 
sealing grounds before the end of Sep- 
tember. 

This year a large (leet of Japanese 
vessels, variously estimated from 18 to 
2~> vessels, hindered I lie work of local 
sealers. The Japanese schooners, owing 
to the fact that Japan is not a party to 
the modus vivcndl regarding pelagic i 
ing, were permitted to use firearms and 
lo hunt within the sixty mile none for- 
bidden to Canadian vessels. The use of 
firearms by the Japanese made the seals 
restless anil difficult of capture with 
spears.
